Park  garage  EIR  gets  thumbs  up 

City  may  ask  voters  for  more  money  to  improve  Concourse

Sweeping  aside  concerns  over 
the  demolition  of  an  historic 
Beaux  Arts-style  tunnel  in  July, 
the  SF  Planning  Commission 
certified  an  environmental  report 
on  a  controversial  plan  to  build 
an  800-space  parking  garage  un¬ 
derneath  the  music  concourse  in 
Golden  Gate  Park. 

Proponents  of  the  project  say 
the  decision  was  crucial  to  keep 
the  project  on  track  for  comple-

A  team  of  planners  from  the 
SF  Planning  Department  met 
with  members  of  the  Planning 
Association  for  the  Richmond 
(PAR)  in  July  to  explain  pro¬ 
posed  revisions  to  the  city’s 
Residential  Design  Guidelines. 

The  group’s  members  met  the 
proposal  with  skepticism. 

The  planning  department  is 
updating  its  residential  design 
guidelines  to  clarify  them  for  de¬ 
velopers  and  neighborhood  resi¬ 
dents  in  an  effort  to  cut  down  on 
the  department’s  $400,000  ex- 


tion  in  time  for  the  opening  of 
the  new  M.H.  de  Young 
Memorial  Museum  in  2005, 
which  is  being  rebuilt  following 
damage  caused  by  the  Loma 
Prieta  Earthquake. 

“The  planning  commission’s 
decision  was  critical.  This  en¬ 
ables  us  to  continue  along  the 
path  to  completion  of  the  pro¬ 
ject,”  said  Mike  Ellzey,  execu¬ 
tive  director  of  the  Golden  Gate 
Park  Concourse  Authority  (GG- 
PCA),  the  sponsor  of  the  project. 


pense  for  participating  in 
Discretionary  Review  proceed¬ 
ings  brought  before  the  SF 
Planning  Commission  for  arbi¬ 
tration.  If  the  rules  for  develop¬ 
ment  were  more  clearly  spelled 
out,  the  reasoning  goes,  there 
would  be  less  opportunity  for 
neighborhood  disputes. 

The  department  wants  to  up¬

But  the  6-1  vote  was  a  major 
setback  for  opponents  of  the  $50 
million  parking  garage,  who 
made  preservation  of  three  100- 
year-old  pedestrian  tunnels  that 
lead  to  the  music  concourse  a  fo¬ 
cal  point  of  their  opposition. 
They  argued  before  the  commis¬ 
sion  that  sacrificing  the  tunnels 
for  a  parking  garage  was  not  in 
the  long-term  interest  of  the  pub¬ 
lic. 

“The  issue  facing  us  today  is 
what  are  we  going  to  leave  for

our  children.  You  are  removing 
100-year-old  tunnels  for  a  park¬ 
ing  garage,”  said  Chris 
Duderstadt,  a  member  of  the 
Alliance  for  Golden  Gate  Park, 
an  organization  formed  to  fight 
the  garage. 

Duderstadt  argued  that  the 
southwest  tunnel,  the  only  one  of 
the  three  that  would  be  torn 
down  to  build  the  garage,  is  an 
integral  element  in  the  configu¬ 
ration  of  the  music  concourse 
and  should  be  preserved  not  only 
for  its  historic  value  but  because 
it  connects  everything  south  with 
the  concourse  bowl. 

Under  the  current  plan  the 
tunnel  would  be  torn  down, 
made  ADA  compliant  and  re¬ 
built  in  an  attempt  to  replicate  its 
look,  but  with  glass  doors  that 
open  into  the  underground 
garage. 

But  Ellzey  countered  that  he 
was  just  carrying  out  what  the 
voters  mandated  when  they  vot¬ 
ed  for  Proposition  J  in  1998, 
which  approved  building  a  park¬ 
ing  facility  and  authorized  other 
improvements  in  Golden  Gate 
Park. 

At  the  time  the  garage  was 
touted  by  supporters  as  a  neces¬ 
sary  component  to  attract  visi¬ 
tors  to  the  California  Academy

A  pldn  by  AT&T  to  install 
cellular  phone  antennae  at  378 
10th  Ave.  won  approval  by  the 
SF  Planning  Commission  despite 
opposition  from  neighborhood 
groups,  including  a  petition 
signed  by  2,500  Richmond 
District  residents. 

The  5-1  vote  in  late  July  came 
15  months  after  the  communica¬ 
tion  provider  submitted  the  plan 
to  the  commission. 

“We  originally  wanted  12  an¬ 
tennae  at  the  site  but  decided  to 
go  with  six  in  the  draft  that 
passed,”  said  Bill  Stevens,  an  in¬ 
dependent  zoning  and  planning 
contractor  who  assisted  AT&T 
with  the  plan. 

“One  of  the  conditions  we 
agreed  on  to  gain  approval  was 
to  remove  another  (cellular  an¬ 
tennae)  site  about  two  blocks 
away  from  where  the  new  one 
will  be.” 

The  four-foot  antennae  will 
not  be  visible  from  the  street  or 
nearby  residences. 

“They  are  completely 
screened  from  view  as  the 
Planning  Commission  request¬ 
ed,”  Stevens  said. 

One  of  the  groups  that  op¬ 
posed  the  plan  is  the  San 
Francisco  Neighborhood 
Antenna-Free  Union  (SNAFU), 
which  has  fought  the  placement 
of  antennae  throughout  the  City. 

Doug  Loranger,  the  group’s 
founder,  said  companies  that  in¬ 
stall  antennae  must  make  envi¬ 
ronmental  and  health  issues  a 
greater  priority. 

“Biophysicists  believe  the  mi¬ 
crowave  radiation  emitted  from 
cellular  antennae  may  cause 
sleep  disorders,  weaken  immune 
systems  and  lead  to  long-term 
effects,  such  as  various  forms  of 
cancer,”  he  said.  “This  may  be 
true  even  with  lower  levels  of  ra¬ 
diation.  Caution  should  be  used 
when  planning  such  sites.” 

Stevens  dismissed  the 
charges. 

“I  don’t  believe  any  of  those 
problems  are  caused  by  wireless 
antennae,”  he  said.  “1  am  just  as 
concerned  about  health  as  any¬ 
one  else.” 

In  a  video  produced  by  SNA¬ 
FU,  the  group  says  communica¬ 
tion  companies  do  not  give 
neighborhoods  proper  notifica¬ 
tion  when  they  want  to  install 
more  antennae. 

“There  have  been  problems

with  firms  not  distributing  bilin¬ 
gual  materials  or  putting  up 
proper  notices  about  community 
meetings,  even  though  they  are 
required  to  meet  with  the  com¬ 
munity,”  said  Enid  Lim,  a  San 
Francisco  community  activist 
who  appears  in  the  video.  “As  a 
result  of  poor  notification,  not 
too  many  people  know  about  or 
attend  these  meetings.” 

Stevens  said  AT&T  informed 
the  neighborhood  in  advance 
about  two  community  meetings 
it  held. 

“We  also  made  our  plans 
completely  clear  at  those  meet¬ 
ings,”  he  said. 

The  video  also  charges  that 


installing  more  antennae  does 
not  improve  reception  or  "Service 
range.  It  says  the  only  motiva¬ 
tion  for  adding  antennae  is  to  in¬ 
crease  company  profits. 

“There  are  already  several  an¬ 
tennae  sites  in  the  Richmond 
District  and  more  than  2,300  in 
all  of  San  Francisco,”  Loranger 
said.  “These  companies  are  not 
explaining  why  more  antennae 
need  to  be  put  up.  We  want  them 
to  be  held  accountable.” 

Stevens  disputed  SNAFU’s 
claim  that  adding  antennae  does 
not  improve  service. 

“AT&T  would  not  be 
spending  thousand  of  dollars  on 
new  technologies  and  expanding 
its  operations  if  there  wasn’t  a 
need,”  he  said. 


Stevens  is  pleased  by  the  rul¬ 
ing,  but  not  surprised. 

“It  is  consistent  with  all  of  the 
Wireless  Telecommunications 
Systems’  guidelines,”  he  said. 
“As  required,  we  chose  a  build¬ 
ing  that  is  already  in  use  for  pub¬ 
lic  service.  There  is  already  a 
telephone  switching  facility  at 
the  site. 

“We  also  did  everything  the 
City  asked  of  us.” 

Among  the  intersections 
where  cellular  antennae  are  op¬ 
erating  in  the  Richmond  District 
are  31st  Avenue  and  Clement 
Street,  Seventh  Avenue  and 
Geary  Boulevard  and  Funston 
Avenue  and  California  Street.

of  Sciences  and  the  M.H.  de 
Young  Memorial  Museum. 

If  the  project  is  approved  in 
its  current  form,  the  two  tunnels 
at  the  eastern  end  of  the  music 
concourse  will  undergo  alter¬ 
ations  and  the  130-foot-long 
southwest  tunnel  that  connects 
the  park’s  music  concourse  with 
the  Shakespeare  Garden  will  be 
tom  down  and  replaced. 

In  making  its  decision  to  cer¬ 
tify  the  environmental  report, 
commissioners  also  dismissed 
concerns  that  the  possible  re¬ 
moval  of  a  dozen  100-year-old 
sycamore  trees  from  the  Music 
Concourse  and  the  traffic  impact 
on  neighborhoods  adjacent  to  the 
park  were  adequately  studied. 

Despite  the  bad  blood  that  has 
built  up  over  the  project  during 
the  last  three  years  between  sup¬ 
porters  and  opponents  of  the 
garage,  EUzey  credits  opponents 


with  improving  the  design  of  the 
eastern  end  of  the  project  that 
saved  two  of  the  historic  tunnels. 
He  also  said  that  input  from  the- 
North  Park  Neighbors  Associ¬ 
ation  led  to  an  improved  en¬ 
trance  to  the  parking  garage  at 
10th  Avenue  and  Fulton  Street. 

Public  input  has  made  this  a 
better  project,  he  acknowledged. 

City  Considers  Floating 
New  Bond  to  Pay  for  Music

San  Francisco  Supervisor 
Aaron  Peskin,  who  recently  in¬ 
troduced  legislation  for  the  pro¬ 
ject,  called  stakeholders  to  his 
office  in  late  July  to  work  on  a 
number  of  outstanding  issues 
that  still  linger. 

He  wants  the  various  stake¬ 
holders  to  come  to  an  agreement 
before  the  legislative  process 
starts,  explained  David  Owen, 
an  aide  to  Peskin.

neighbors,  officials  from  several 
city  departments  and  the  spon¬ 
sors  of  the  project  were  among 
the  participants. 

According  to  Ellzey,  who  met 
with  Peskin,  the  two  main  issues 
that  remain  unresolved  are  a  traf¬ 
fic  circulation  plan  for  the  con¬ 
course  and  a  source  of  funding 
for  long-term  unfunded  man¬ 
dates  in  Prop.  J  that  include  a  bi¬ 
cycle  plan,  a  traffic  calming  plan 
and  a  shuttle  service. 

The  biggest  challenge  is  the 
extent  to  which  vehicular  traffic 
has  access  to  the  concourse 
bowl,  Ellzey  explained.  He  de¬ 
scribed  it  as  a  balancing  act  be¬ 
tween  cars,  pedestrians  and  bicy¬ 
clists. 

Ellzey  said  he  recently  hired  a 
grant  writer  to  apply  for  funding, 
but  he  acknowledge  that  discus¬ 
sions  are  underway  to  explore 
the  possibility  of  asking  voters  to 
approve  a  new  capital  improve¬ 
ment  bond  to  pay  for  improve¬ 
ments  to  the  concourse. 

Although  Ellzey  said  he  was 
unable  to  put  a  price  tag  on  im¬ 
provements  at  this  time,  he  said 
that  a  guess  would  be  in  the  sev¬ 
en  to  eight  figure  range. 

Critics  of  the  project  were 
quick  to  dismiss  the  idea  of  ask¬ 
ing  voters  to  come  up  with  mon¬ 
ey  to  pay  for  part  of  a  project 
that  was  supposed  to  be  devel¬ 
oped  with  private  donations. 
They  say  that  revenue  generated 
from  the  garage  should  be  ear¬ 
marked  to  pay  for  the  improve¬ 
ments  and  not  to  pay  back  the 
debt  on  the  garage. 

That  violates  the  intention  of 
Prop.  J,  which  is  very  specific 
about  what  the  revenue  from  the 
garage  should  be  used  for, 
Duderstadt  said. 
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Clean  streets,  clean 
government  on 
November  ballot 

Supervisor  Jake  McGoldrick 


I  am  proud  to  re¬ 
port  that  the  SF 
Board  of 

Supervisors  voted 
10-1  to  place  on 
the  November  bal¬ 
lot  the  “Clean 
Streets,  Clean 
Government"  pro¬ 
posal  I  introduced 
in  May.  Voters  will  now  have  the 
opportunity  to  decide  whether 
they  want  to  improve  critical 
oversight  of  many  local  pro¬ 
grams,  with  emphasis  on  streets, 
parks  and  government  ethics. 

This  charter  amendment 
would  add  the  duties  of  a  city 
services  auditor  to  the  controller, 
who  will  audit  the  level  and  ef¬ 
fectiveness  of  services  provided 
by  city  government  to  the  public. 

This  proposal  culminates  a 
two-year  effort  by  my  office  to 
increase  regular  audits  of  city 
programs  to  ensure  that  they  are 
delivering  the  most  bang  for  the 
buck.  1  have  attempted  repeated¬ 
ly  to  increase  auditing  through 
regular  board  processes. 

Unfortunately,  the  stark  reality 
has  been  that  in  the  annual  com¬ 
petition  for  budget  dollars,  audits 
of  departmental  programs  lose 
out  to  funding  of  direct  services. 
The  result  has  been  that  city  offi¬ 
cials  rarely  get  the  information 
we  need  to  measure  whether  such 
programs  are  effective  and  effi¬ 
cient. 

Fortunately,  this  year  my  col¬ 
leagues  supported  putting  this 
measure  before  the  voters,  pro¬ 
viding  the  City  an  opportunity  to 
provide  regular  audits  of  the 
many  city  programs  that  are 
funded  annually. 

To  ensure  funding  for  audits, 
this  proposal  would  set  aside  a 
small  portion  (.2  percent)  of  the 
City's  overall  budget  for  a 
Controller’s  Audit  Fund,  to  be 
used  exclusively  to  implement 
the  proposal.  Such  guaranteed 
funding  would  lessen  the  prob¬ 
lem  of  political  pressures  being 
brought  to  bear  that  could  pre¬ 
vent  audits  or  blunt  politically 
embarrassing  audit  findings 


about  key  city  departments. 

The  controller  would  be  fur¬ 
ther  charged  with  developing 
performance  and  cost  bench¬ 
marks  for  all  city  departments 
and  with  conducting  comparisons 
of  the  cost  and  performance  of 
San  Francisco  city  government 
with  other  cities,  counties  and 
public  agencies.. 

The  controller  also  would  re¬ 
view  whether  and  how  city  de¬ 
partments  prepare  customer  ser¬ 
vice  plans  required  under  the 
Charter  but  seldom  submitted 
currently. 

This  proposal  also  is  another 
step  in  the  ongoing  efforts  by  my 
office  to  ensure  that  District  1 
and  the  rest  of  the  City  are  clean 
and  well  maintained. 

Last  year,  I  secured  funding 
for  a  Green  Machine  for  cleaning 
the  Clement  Street  commercial 
corridor  in  response  to  con¬ 
stituent  concerns  about  this  area. 

1  also  worked  very  hard  this  year 
to  preserve  in  the  DPW  budget 
the  positions  of  environmental 
control  officers,  who  are  respon¬ 
sible  for  investigating  and  en¬ 
forcing  laws  preventing  dumping 
and  littering  in  our  neighbor¬ 
hoods.  These  efforts  have  helped 
make  the  Richmond  cleaner,  but 
this  charter  amendment  will  help 
even  more. 

Under  this  proposal,  the  con¬ 
troller  would  conduct  an  annual 
review  of  the  city’s  street,  side¬ 
walk  and  park  maintenance  and 
cleaning  operations.  All  city 
agencies  with  such  operations 
would  have  to  establish  regular 
schedules  for  streets,  sidewalks, 
parks  and  facilities  and  provide 
the  public  with  information  on 
how  they  are  meeting  those 
schedules.  In  this  way,  citizens 


will  be  able  to  see, 
for  example,  the 
SF  Department  of 
Public  Works 
schedule  for  street 
cleaning  on  Geary 
and  find  out 
whether  the  depart¬ 
ment  is  actually 
meeting  that 
schedule.  This  will  also  enable 
the  controller  to  measure  whether 
the  department  is  actually  meet¬ 
ing  the  goals  it  sets  under  such 
work  plans. 

Another  part  of  the  proposal 
continues  efforts  by  my  office  to 
ensure  clean  government.  Under 
these  provisions,  the  controller 
would  oversee  the  city’s  con¬ 
tracting  procedures,  developing 
model  criteria  and  terms  for  re¬ 
quests  for  proposals  (RFPs),  au¬ 
diting  compliance  with  city  con¬ 
tracting  rules  and  procedures  and 
investigating  cases  of  alleged 
abuse  or  conflict  of  interest. 
Moreover,  the  controller  would 
investigate  citizen  complaints 
concerning  the  quality  and  deliv¬ 
ery  of  government  services, 
wasteful  and  inefficient  city  gov¬ 
ernment  practices,  misuse  of  city 
government  funds  and  improper 
activities  by  city  government  of¬ 
ficers  and  employees. 

The  controller  also  would 
maintain  and  publicize  a  whistle¬ 
blower  and  citizen  complaint 
hotline  telephone  number  and 
website. 

I  hope  you  will  review  this 
proposal  carefully.  After  doing 
so,  1  am  confident  you  will  come 
to  support  it  as  an  important  im¬ 
provement  in  making  the  City  ef¬ 
fective,  efficient  and  responsive 
to  residents.  I  look  forward  to 
your  support  of  this  measure  next 
November.  If  you  would  like  a

If  you  have  a  frustrating  situ¬ 
ation  that  is  more  of  a  civil  mat¬ 
ter  and  does  not  involve  criminal 
activity,  Community  Boards  is 
an  option  you  may  want  to  ex¬ 
plore. 

On  July  21,  at  approximately 
3:30  p.m.,  a  74-year-old  woman 
with  Alzheimer’s  walked  away 


from  a  vehicle 
while  her  hus¬ 
band  was  getting 
a  prescription 
filled  at  Kaiser’s 
French  Campus 
on  Geary 
Boulevard  at 
Sixth  Avenue. 

The  members 

of  Richmond  Station  performed 
an  extensive  search  and  followed 
all  department  protocols  for  “at 
risk”  missing  persons.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  day,  however,  when  the 
woman  still  had  not  been  locat¬ 
ed,  the  service  of  the  California 
Rescue  Dog  Association  (CAR- 
DA),  out  of  Santa  Clara,  were 
employed  to  track  the  woman’s 
scent. 

A  sample  of  clothing  was  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  two  dogs.  I,  along 
with  other  members  of 
Richmond  Station,  walked  with 
the  dogs  to  Golden  Gate  Park. 
The  search  was  aborted  when  a 
woman  matching  our  missing

person’s  description  was  report¬ 
ed  in  the  Park  District  by  a  con¬ 
cerned  citizen  who  saw  her  in 
the  area  for  several  hours.  The 
woman  turned  out  to  be  our 
missing  person.  She  was  in  good 
health  and  good  spirits. 

Several  weeks  ago,  we  had  a 
similar  scenario  when  a  young 
man  drove  his  grandmother  with 
him  to  a  comer  store.  He  left  his 
grandmother  in  the  car  waiting 
while  he  went  inside  and  when 
he  returned  to  his  car  moments 
later,  his  grandmother  was  gone. 

She  also  suffered  from 
Alzheimer’s.  An  extensive 
search  was  initiated  immediately 
and  the  woman  was  located 
within  a  few  hours. 

Fortunately,  for  the  parties  in¬ 
volved  these  stories  have  happy 
endings.  The  situations,  though, 
are  very  serious  and  create  an 
enormous  amount  of  stress  for 
the  families  of  missing  persons. 
People  suffering  from 
Alzheimer’s  do  not  know  how  to 
ask  for  help.  Often,  they  will 
wander  for  hours  until  someone 
reports  them  to  police  for  a  well¬ 
being  check.  People  with 
Alzheimer’s  experience  varying 
levels  of  forgetfulness  or  demen¬ 
tia  and  they  are  usually  unable  to 
provide  police  with  their  name 
and  address. 

For  these  reasons,  I  want  to 
offer  a  little  advice  for  readers 
who  may  have  an  elder  family 
member  suffering  with 
Alzheimer’s  or  other  memory 
loss  conditions. 

•  Do  not  leave  them  unat¬ 
tended  even  for  a  few  minutes. 

As  you  can  see  from  the  scenar¬ 
ios  described  above,  it  takes  very 
little  time  for  someone  to  wander 
out  of  sight; 

•  Report  missing  persons  to

the  police  imme¬ 
diately  -  by  re¬ 
porting  them  as 
soon  as  possible, 
we  can  exponen¬ 
tially  improve  our 
chances  of  locat¬ 
ing  them; 

•  Use  an  indeli¬ 
ble  marker  to 
write  their  name  on  the  inside  la¬ 
bel  of  their  outer  garments; 

•  Keep  a  current  photograph 
handy  to  give  to  the  police.  You 
can  have  the  photo  returned 
when  the  missing  person  has 
been  located. 

Hopefully,  by  employing 
some  of  the  strategies  listed 
above,  we  can  minimize  the  inci¬ 
dents  of  high-risk,  missing  per¬ 
sons. 

Finally,  if  you  happen  to  see 
someone  who  seems  lost,  con¬ 
fused  or  appears  to  be  waiting 
for  long  periods  of  time,  do  not 
hesitate  to  call  police  for  a  well¬ 


being  check.

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Rock'n'Swap  helps  keep  USF 
radio  station  rolling  along

Radio  station  KUSF  90.3  FM 
has  a  program  guide  that  reads 
like  a  brochure  for  a  bizarre 
whirlwind  trip  around  the  world. 
On  Thursdays  evenings.  Radio 
Goethe,  "The  German  Voice  in 
San  Francisco,”  precedes  Surfing 
Astrology.  On  Saturday  morn¬ 
ings,  Hamazkayin  Armenian 
Hour  backs  up  against  broadcasts 
from  the  New  York  Metropolitan 
Opera.  And  on  Sundays,  Radio 
Finland,  almost  certainly  the  Bay 
Area’s  only  regular  program 
geared  exclusively  to  the  Finnish 
expatriate  community,  shares  the 
airwaves  with  Rampage  Radio, 
which  bills  itself  as  “the  world's 
heaviest  radio  show.” 

But  that’s  just  par  for  the 
course  for  KUSF,  which  prides 
itself  on  the  diversity  it  brings  to 
the  local  airwaves.  It  should 
come  as  no  surprise,  then,  that 
the  station’s  primary  fundraiser, 
known  as  the  Rock’n’Swap,  is  it¬ 
self  a  hodgepodge  of  merchan¬ 
dise  and  memorabilia  targeted  at 
a  vast  range  of  interests. 

The  swap  takes  place  five 
times  a  year  on  the  University  of 
San  Francisco  campus  and  draws 
buyers,  sellers  and  traders  from 
all  over  the  world  to  haggle  over 
rare  Beatles  recordings  and  paw 
through  bins  of  Japanese  imports 
-  all  the  while  helping  to  keep 
the  non-profit  station  running. 

The  Rock’n’Swap  has  been  a 
regular  fixture  at  USF’s  McLaren 
Hall  for  more  than  10  years  now, 
though  its  roots  stretch  back  even 
farther. 

“One  of  its  first  incarnations 
was  in  1984  at  the  Kabuki 
(movie  theater),  back  when  the 
Kabuki  was  a  nightclub,”  said 
Robert  Barone,  the  station’s  ad¬ 
vertising  and  marketing  coordi¬ 
nator  and  the  driving  force  be¬ 
hind  the  Rock’n'Swap.

In  the  early  days,  the  event 
was  part  swap  meet  and  part  auc¬ 
tion,  with  such  items  as  the  space 
suits  worn  by  the  ’80s  band  Devo 
going  to  the  highest  bidder.  But 
after  it  moved  to  its  current  loca¬ 
tion  in  the  early  ’90s,  the 
auctions  were  discontinued  and 
the  content  shifted,  becoming  ex¬ 
clusively  geared  to  independent 
dealers.  Today,  these  dealers  are 
the  Rock’n’Swap’s  sole  vendors, 
with  each  booth  representing  a 
different  private  collection. 

“Record  stores  aren’t  usually 
involved,  nor  are  labels.  It’s  usu¬ 
ally  just  individuals,  private  peo¬ 
ple.  This  is  what  they  do  for  a 
living,”  Barone  said. 

As  a  result,  the  Rock’n’Swap 
has  become  one  of  the  biggest

events  for  independent  vendors 
on  the  music  swap  meet  circuit. 
Dealers  come  from  all  over  the 
United  States,  with  a  few  regu¬ 
lars  hailing  from  as  far  away  as 
Germany  and  Japan. 

“A  lot  of  the  dealers  tell  me 
this  is  the  best  swap  in  the  U.S.,” 
Barone  said. 

Surprisingly,  the  buyers  seem 
every  bit  as  devoted  as  the  sell¬ 
ers.  The  affair  averages  around 
500  attendees,  with  most  cus¬ 
tomers  paying  a  $2  charge  to  at¬ 
tend  during  the  official  hours  of

ning  department’s  questionable 
compliance  with  the  city’s  cur¬ 
rent  residential  design  guide¬ 
lines. 

Maria  Sousa,  a  member  of 
PAR,  said  the  current  problem  in 
the  Richmond  District  is  with 
“monster  homes.”  Often,  two- 
story  homes  are  being  replaced 
with  four-story  homes  that 
change  the  topography  of  the 
neighborhood  and  affect  the 
neighborhood’s  sunlight  and  air. 
These  projects  are  being  ap¬ 
proved  even  though  they  are  out 
of  scale  with  the  neighborhood 
and  do  not  conform  to  the  city’s 
current  guidelines,  she  said. 

Also  at  the  meeting,  some 
PAR  members  questioned  the 
adequacy  of  designating  the 
rules  as  guidelines,  instead  of 
standards,  and  for  applying  the 
guidelines  only  to  single-family

Timing  the  stock  market  can 
be  a  dangerous  proposition 
and  the  same  can  be  said 
about  timing  in  the  real  estate 
market.  Just  when  you  believe 
you  have  it  figured  out,  every¬ 
thing  changes  and  the  timing 
goes  out  of  whack.  Nevertheless, 
buyers  and  sellers  always  ask 
whether  this  is  a  .good  time  to 
buy  or  sell. 

In  San  Francisco,  we  have  an 
annual  real  estate  cycle  of  our 
own.  Most  people  believe  that 
activity  is  strongest  during  the 
summer;  the  reason  being  that 
families  are  trying  to  get  situated 
in  their  new  homes  before  school 
starts  to  avoid  having  the  chil¬ 
dren  switching  schools  in  the 
middle  of  the  school  year.  This 
might  be  the  trend  for  the  rest  of 
the  nation,  but  not  in  San 
Francisco. 

Typically,  the  real  estate 
market  is  slow  the  beginning  of 
the  year  as  people  recover  from 
the  festivities  of  the  holidays. 
The  market  does  not  pick  up  un¬ 
til  the  springtime  and  it  is  usual¬ 
ly  very  active  from  March  until 
June.  It  does  tend  to  be  a  little 
slow  around  April  15,  however, 
as  people  are  scrambling  to  fin¬ 
ish  filing  their  income  taxes. 

But  in  general,  spring  is  a 
good  time  to  be  a  seller  as  the 
market  is  very  active. 

Our  market  tends  to  slow 
down  as  we  head  into  the  sum¬ 
mer  months.  Because  we  have  a 
high  singles  population,  we  do 
not  follow  the  trends  of  the  rest 
of  the  nation  in  purchasing  for 


the  school  year.  Also,  many  peo¬ 
ple,  including  buyers,  sellers  and 
agents,  are  out  of  town  part  of 
the  summer  months  on  vacation, 
causing  sales  activity  to  slow.  If 
you  are  a  buyer,  these  might  be 
good  months  to  be  shopping  as 
there  is  less  competition. 

The  market  picks  up  once 
again  typically  after  Labor  Day 
with  the  fall  season.  Most  people 
are  back  in  town  and  their  atten¬ 
tion  turns  to  real  estate  again. 
This  lasts  until  mid-November 
and  then  the  market  slows  down 
again  for  the  holidays. 

This  is  the  typical  annual  real 
estate  cycle  in  San  Francisco. 
However,  keep  in  mind  that  this 
cycle  is  not  set  in  stone  and  other 
factors  will  affect  it.  For  exam¬ 
ple,  the  fall  selling  season  never 
took  place  after  the  Sept.  11, 

2001  tragedy.  In  fact,  the  fourth 
quarter  of  2001  was  extremely 
quiet  as  everyone  turned  their  at¬ 
tention  to  the  New  York  World 
Trade  Center  bombing,  causing 
our  market  to  come  to  a  stand¬ 
still  the  last  four  months  of  2001. 

But,  starting  Jan.  1,  2002,  the 
phones  rang  again  (even  on  New 
Year’s  Day)  and  our  real  estate 
market  came  roaring  back  be¬ 
cause  of  pent-up  demand  and  de¬ 
clining  interest  rates.  So  there 
are  exceptions  to  our  annual  cy¬ 
cle. 

In  order  to  take  advantage  of 
the  marketplace,  buyers  and  sell¬ 
ers  can  position  themselves  in 
the  cycles  by  selling  when  there 
is  more  activity  and  buying 
when  there  is  less  activity,  or
